PREFATORY REMARKS. 


ON announcing a Third Catalogue, containing a 
Collection of Professedly Authentic Painted Bri¬ 
tish Portraits, or Portraits of persons who from some 
cause are connected with the affairs and history of the 
British Empire, the propriety of some prefatory remarks 
as to their authenticity, and the consequent claims the 
portraits may have on an enlightened Public, is, on the 
part of the Publisher, deemed requisite. 

Portraits, abstractedly, are links in the chain of history: 
they hand down to posterity the resemblance of the per¬ 
sons they depict, with greater precision than the pen can 
describe. They serve for contemplation, and to the phy¬ 
siognomist, they present the features of those persons 
who have long since passed to that bourne from whence 
no traveller returns; they revivify resemblances which 
could not last in the remembrance of more than that gene¬ 
ration contemporary with the production of the artist, 
to whose pencil succeeding ages will ever be deeply 
indebted. The literary man, whose means of enjoyment 
are ample, feels, while having the portraits of distinguished 
writers adorning his library or study, an inward glow of 
satisfaction in the possession of the mental and pictorial 
relics of the author whose writings afford him so much 
pleasure. To such an individual, the Publisher trusts his 
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Catalogue will not be without interest in the perusal; and 
though the number of Portraits of Literary Charac¬ 
ters enumerated in it, are but few, to the credit of many 
existing Collectors, it is no disparagement to state, that 
they are of very ready sale, and consequently rarely occur 
for purchase.

Of the Regal Heads, there are portraits of nearly all 
the Sovereigns of our native land, from Henry the First 
to his present Majesty. Several of those of earlier date, 
described in the present Catalogue as being on Panel, 
were the compartment decorations to an old hall in Kent, 
now demolished: they were saved from total destruction, 
the companion pictures having been destroyed by fire. 
In order to render the series more complete, they have 
been supplied from other sources, and are now offered for 
the consideration of the curious at reasonable prices. The 
favourers of the cause of the Stuarts will find portraits of 
nearly the whole of that family: amongst them many of high 
interest and rare occurence. And of the pictorial effigies 
of George the First and Second, there is also no contempt¬ 
ible assemblage, from the pencils of Kneller, Ramsay, 
and other generally esteemed painters of the day. 

Of Statesmen, whose breasts have swelled with proud 
and lordly power, ennobled by their sovereigns for their 
respective exertions to preserve the peace of the empire, 
or in hurling condign vengeance on the devoted heads of 
its disturbers, the present list affords a numerous throng. 
Those Noblemen and Gentry, the existing successors in 
the same departments of state, such portraits cannot fail to 
interest. Several have recently been purchased from a 
liberal feeling, and presented to various public offices: 
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such acts, it is true, place these portraits beyond the hope 
of their again occurring for sale, to gratify future collectors; 
but it is placing such portraits where they really should 
be, and beyond the chance of their total extermination by 
any interchange of property, and, by ignorance or coldness 
of respect, becoming the tenantry of garrets and lumber- 
rooms, the prey of neglect, of damps, and, at last, of 
transmission as fuel to the fire. 

The ancestors of many now highly distinguished families 
will be found in this Catalogue ; of most, their authenticity 
is unquestionable, by cause of the armorial bearings con¬ 
temporary with the painting, and the adjunct circumstances 
of the greater part being recently from the ancient County 
residences of those families, or the intermarried branches. 

To those 

Whose innate pride of ancestry emotion warms, 

the Publisher confidently trusts for support; and he will 
at all times feel happy in communicating every iota that 
shall tend to confirm a full reliance on the individuality of 
the portrait respectfully proffered for their approval. 

The portraits of many distinguished Commanders in 
the Field, and the Floating Bulwark of Free¬ 
dom’s Isle, are interspersed in alphabetical order on the 
ensuing pages. A few slight notices of their heroic deeds 
and services are occasionally recounted; but the Catalogue 
being intended as scarcely more than a bare enumeration 
of names, for the purposes of sale, those remarks will fre¬ 
quently appear trivial; and the Publisher trusts he shall 
not invoke the voice of censure in not attempting to do 
more, when, in fact, he hardly intended to do so much. 
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There are several Portraits in the possession of the 
Publisher, and are noticed in this Catalogue, which seem 
almost to demand a separate allotment, or series of them¬ 
selves. These are the Founders of Colleges and 
Alms-Houses, whose munificent bequeathment of their 
wealth has tendered to the advancement of learning and 
science, to the bettering of the condition of mankind, and 
the relieving the wants of extreme old age. It would 
be imposing but a slight tax on the affluent, were these 
portraits occasionally purchased, and presented to the 
common-halls and rooms of their endowments : they would 
not only serve as matters of ornament, but would excite, 
not unfrequently, a grateful feeling in the partakers of the 
benefits so liberally bestowed by the respective founders. 

The Portraits of Characters distinguished for their Hos¬ 
tility to the best interests of society seem as beacons for 
reflection to succeeding generations. In this class, Ho¬ 
garth’s portrait of the intellectual though intriguing Lovat, 
of 1745 , which this collection embraces, exhibits a splendid 
specimen. This picture was lost sight of by the Ho- 
garthian Connoisseurs ; and its very recent discovery by 
the Publisher, he is proud to consider as a singularly 
fortunate event: a brief summary of particulars affixed to 
this very curious portrait in its proper place renders any 
further notice here almost needless. 

The portrait of William III, surrounded with highly 
finished and tasteful allegory, is one of the most exquisite 
productions in the Collection: some hearty well-wisher 
to the established tenets, may possibly find this picture a 
superb addition to the decorations of his sitting-room.

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BARRINGTON, SAMUEL—ADMIRAL OF THE WHITE, 

1794. 

Sir Joshua Reynolds. On Canvas, 30 inches by 25, in naval 
costume 8/.

Appointed a Post Captain, 1747 ; Colonel of Marines, 1770; a Rear-Admiral, 
1773 ; a Vice Admiral, 1782; Lieutenant-General of Marines, 1786; Admi¬ 
ral of the Blue Squadron, 1787 ; and Admiral of the White, 1794. He captured, 
in thecourse of his services, many French Ships of War, in single engagements, 
and among them the St. Florentin, of Sixty Guns, while Commander of the 
Achilles, of the same number, but with an inferior complement of men, after a 
long and severe action : but his country stands chiefly indebted to him for having 
saved the West India Islands in 1778, when threatened by the very superior force 
of the French fleet under M. D’Estaing. To this fleet, consisting of thirteen 
ships of the line and several frigates, Admiral Barrington had to oppose only 
four ships of the line, three of fifty guns, and three frigates ; and yet the French 
Commander, after being repulsed in two unsuccessful attacks, did not venture a 
third. He also distinguished himself at Gibraltar, being second in command 
under Earl Howe. He died unmarried in 1800.

Born at Bridgewater, Somersetshire, in 1589. His first service at sea was 
the destroying Prince Rupert’s fleet, in the port of Malaga, in 1649 : in 1653 
he cannonaded Tunis,burnt nine Turkish vessels, and, landing twelve hundred 
men, cut off three thousand Turks ; from thence, sailing to Algiers and Tri¬ 
poli, he made them deliver up all the English slaves. He died in 1657, and 
was interred with great funeral pomp in Henry the Seventh’s Chapel, but 
removed from thence in 1661, and re-interred in St. Margaret’s Churchyard. 


BLAKENEY, WILLIAM—LORD BLAKENEY, Oh. 1761,

John, Earl of Corke and Orrery, the only son and heir of Charles, fourth 
Earl of Orrery by Lady Elizabeth Cecil, daughter of John, Earl of Exeter, 
was born 2d January, 1706-7, and educated at Westminster school, from 
whence he was admitted, as a nobleman, at Christ Church College, Oxford. 
He married, May 9th, 1728, Lady Henrietta Hamilton, youngest daughter of 
George, Earl of Orkney, which marriage gave rise to much family dissention. 
By the death of Richard, Earl of Burlington and Corke, without male issue, 
he succeeded to that nobleman’s Irish titles. In December 1754, he went to 
Italy, and resided nearly a year at Florence, where he collected materials for 
an intended history of Tuscany, in a series of letters, which he did not finish. 
He returned to England in 1755, where, having lost his second Lady, Mar¬ 
garet Hamilton, and his eldest son, Charles, Earl of Dungarvon, he died at 
Marston House, Somersetshire, in 1762. 

BRADFORD, SAMUEL—BP. OF CARLISLE, 1718, AND 
OF ROCHESTER, 17*23.

The True Briton , a periodical paper of the time, from the general dislike 
evinced against Bp. Bradford, for having spoken in the House against Bp. At- 
terbury, calls him ‘ the little ebony Doctor.’ He died at the Deanery-house, 
Westminster, 17th May, 1731, and was buried in the Abbey.—Vid.

The massacre 
of the Hugonots, on the eve of St. Bartholomew, 1572, excited by her male¬ 
volence, and effected by her contrivance, will ever be an indelible stain on 
the effeminate government of Charles IX.

He married the 
sister of Colonel Dives, bedchamber woman to Queen Caroline, when Princess 
of Wales, who died 1st Jan. 1741-2. His Lordship, by whom the title be¬

Anne Clifford, the only surviving child, and at length sole heiress of the 
gallant and eccentric George Clifford, third Earl of Cumberland, by Margaret, 
third daughter of Francis Russell, Earl of Bedford, was born at Skipton 
Castle, her father’s seat in Yorkshire, 13 Jan. 1589. She was first married 
to Richard, third Earl of Dorset ; and secondly, when she had passed the age 
of forty, to Philip Herbert, Earl of Pembroke. She had by Lord Dorset three 
sons, who died infants, and two daughters; Margaret married to JohnTufton, 
Earl of Thanet; and Isabella married to James Compton, Earl of North¬ 
ampton.

Swift evinced an intem¬ 
perate aversion to this nobleman, and pronounced him ‘ the vainest old fool 
alive.* He died at Dublin, 26 Jan. 1706, and was buried there in the Ca¬ 
thedral of Christ Church.

Desaguliers deserves 
the respect of all men of science : he introduced the practice of reading pub¬ 
lic lectures in experimental philosophy in the metropolis, and made several 
improvements in mechanics. t

In 1610 he was 
Colonel of a regiment raised against the Scots ; in 1641 he commanded a 
troop of horse quartered in the county of Armagh, in Ireland, which being 
surprised and almost cut to pieces by the Irish insurgents on their first rising, 
who possessed themselves of their arms, he came and served his Sovereign in 
England ; but, in 1642, by the miscarriage of orders, he was exposed, at too 
great a distance from the army, with his single regiment of 300 horse and 
another of 200 dragoons, to the unequal number of 5000 horse and dragoons ; 
and, after a retreat to Winchester, was taken with all his party. No blame 
on this occasion attached to the commander; and the misfortune was lessened 
by the making his escape, with some of his principal officers, to the King at 
Oxford. On July 26th, 1643, he commanded at the siege of Bristol, where 
he led on a division with great resolution ; but, being beaten off and wounded, 
lie was carried to Oxford, where he died, at the age of thirty, and was buried 
in the Cathedral of Christ Church, under a stately monument, erected by his 
only daughter, Barbara, Duchess of Cleaveland. Clarendon says, ‘He was 
a pattern of virtue for a camp or court, except in the instance of duelling ; 
his fault was, that he was inclined to be too prodigal of his person, upon 
other occasions, when he was at the head of his regiment.’

In 1648 
he invaded England with a numerous army, which was presently defeated by 
Cromwell and Lambert, the latter of whom took him prisoner. He w'as be¬ 
headed the 9th of March, 1648-9.

John Locke, the most celebrated philosopher of the age in which he lived, 
was born at Wrington, in Somersetshire, in 1632. By the patronage of Lord 
Shaftesbury he held a situation under Government, and wrote with much 
power some political tracts. Locke followed the fortunes of his patron on 
his flying to Holland to avoid a prosecution for high treason. In 16S5, the 
English Envoy demanded him of the States General, on suspicion of his 
being concerned in Monmouth’s rebellion. On this he kept himself private 
several months, and employed the time in preparing for the press that work 
which has immortalized his name, the ‘ Essay on the Human Understanding:’ 
it was not published until after the revolution, an event which restored him 
to his native country. The latter years of his life he devoted to religious 
retirement, and to the writing of works on theology ; and died at Oates, in 
Essex, the seat of Lady Marsham, Oct. 28, 1704. 

LOVELACE, COLONEL RICHARD—POET.

This portrait, perhaps the most interesting in the Collection, has more than 
ordinary claims to particular notice. To the present time, none of Hogarth’s 
biographers appear to have been aware of the 4 local habitation’ of the 
original painting from which the artist published his etching, the popula¬ 
rity of which, at the period to which it alludes, was so great, that a print- 
seller is said to have offered for it its weight in gold: that offer the artist 
rejected ; and he is said to have received from its sale, for many weeks, at the 
rate of each day. The impressions could not be taken off so fast as 
they were wanted, though the rolling-press was at work all night by the 
week together. 

Hogarth said himself, that Lord Lovat’s portrait was taken at the White 
Hart Inn, at St. Albans, in the attitude of relating on his fingers the numbers 
of the rebel forces : 4 Such a general had so many men, &c.;’ and remarked 
that the muscles of Lovat’s neck appeared of unusual strength, more so than 
he had ever seen. Samuel Ireland, in his Graphic Illustrations of Hogarth, 
vol. i, p. 146, states that Hogarth was invited to St. Albans for the express 
purpose of being introduced to Lovat, who was then resting at the White 
Hart Inn, on his way to London from Scotland, by Dr. Webster, a physi¬ 
cian residing at St. Albans, and well known to Boswell, Johnson, and other 
eminent literary characters of that period. Hogarth had never seen Lovat 
before, and was, through the Doctor’s introduction, received with much cor¬ 
diality, even to the kiss fraternal, which was then certainly not very plea¬ 
sant, as his lordship, being under the barber’s hands, left in the salute much 
of the lather on the artist’s face. Lord Lovat rested two or three days at 
St. Albans, and was under the immediate care of Doctor Webster, who 
thought his patient’s illness was feigned with his usual cunning, or if at all 
real, arose principally from his apprehension of danger on reaching London. 
The short stay of Lovat at St. Albans, allowed the artist but scanty opportu¬ 
nity of providing the materials for a complete picture ; hence some carpenter 
was employed on the instant to glue together some deal board, and plane 
down one side, which is evident from the back being in the usual rough 
state in which the plank leaves the saw-pit. The painting, from the thinness 
of the priming-ground, bears evident proof of the haste with which the por¬ 
trait was accomplished. The course lineament of features so strongly exhi¬ 
bited in his countenance, is admirably hit off, so well has Duncombe ex¬ 
pressed it, 

4 Lovat’s hard features Hogarth might command ;* 

for his pencil was peculiarly adapted to such representation. It is observa¬ 
ble the button-holes of the coat, &c., are reversed in the artist’s etching, 
which was professed to be ‘ drawn from the life, &c.and in the upper 
corner of the picture are satirical heraldic insignia, allusive to the artist’s 
idea of his future destiny, and which have not hitherto been made public.

He married Catherine Milton, his 
second wife, when he was in his one hundred and twenty-second year; and 
worked as a thresher and husbandman long after that period. Thomas 
Howard, Earl of Arundel, struck by the novelty of his age, and the circum¬ 
stance of his having lived in the reigns of ten sovereigns, brought him to 
London and introduced him at Court, in his one hundred and fifty-second 
year. He died in 1635.

By his 
first wife, Lucy, daughter of Robert, Earl of Warwick, he had Robert, his 
heir apparent; and by his second, Isabella, daughter of Sir John Smith, 
Kwt. he had another son, named Francis, and four daughters : 1, Isabella, 
married to Lord Moor, eldest son of Lord Drogheda, in Ireland ; 2, Araminta ; 
3, Olimpia ; and 4, Essex. Francis married Anne, the widow of Hugh Bos- 
cawen, of Tregothian, in Cornwall, and daughter 6f Wentworth Fitzgerald, 
Earl of Kildare. Lord Clarendon agrees with Bp. Burnet in pronouncing 
him a man of a sour and morose nature, a great opiniatre, and one who was 
to be overcome before he would believe that he could be so.

Therefore, to solace his excellent father for so great 
a loss, to celebrate the memory of so noble a son, and to excite his worthy 
grandson, the heir of such mighty hopes, more cheerfully to emulate and follow 
the example of his illustrious father, they intailed this high dignity upon the 
Earl and his posterity.’ He died 1700, aet. 84.

Churches.’ On his return, Lord Clarendon being appointed Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, made him his principal Secretary for Leinster and Connaught. 
King James the Second knighted him, made him one of the Privy Council in 
Ireland, and Judge of the Court of Admiralty; all which he held till the revo¬ 
lution. He was employed by William the Third as Resident at the Hanse 
Towns, in Lower Saxony ; but, worn out with age and infirmities, he desired 
and obtained leave to return, and died in the year 1700.
